He said the population of the 
town had greatly increased and that 
property had doubled in value. In fact, 
the speaker said. Danville had been 
booming ever since the saloons were 
closed—just the old story retold of 1 
more money to spend for sugar and 
coffee and calico. Business had doubled 
and more enterprises had come into the 
town. Mr. Pearce said that he had re¬ 
sided in Danville for 24 years, and 
he paid a glowing tribute to the'moral- 
ity of the town.

It was only a few years j 
ago that no politician running for any 
office from Coroner to Governor would 
dare let it be known that he favored 
such a measure as local option, if you | 
could find one that did really favor such 
measures. 

Today LaRue county has a Represen¬ 
tative in the Lower House of the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly who is an outspoken and 
vigorous advocate of all such measures. 
We have as our State Senator a man 
who did all he could along that line dur¬ 
ing the recent session of the Legisla¬ 
ture. 

The Fourth Congressional district has ] 
a Democratic nominee for Congress who j 
in the last Legislature did all in his j 
; power to secure the- passage of the tem¬ 
perance measures before the legisla- 
i ture, and, instead of apologizing in the 
! old-style manner, for his conduct, is 
I proud of the position he took and has 
no apology to offer for doing what he 
i knew was right and was best for the 
I people. 

Kentucky has, for the first time since 
the war, a Chief Executive who openly 
favored the passage of a temperance 
I bill, and who used his political influence 
I to see that it weathered all the storms,

I are so actuated. We believe they are 
] controlled by their sense of right and 
| wrong. But, were they controlled by 
I the demands of the public, they would 
only be responding to the desiies of 
j their constituency, and .that illustrates 
what a great change has been made 
with the masses in this particular. It 
is really wonderful how public sentiment 
has changed on the question of temper¬ 
ance measures in Kentucky.

Grain For Chickens 


Told by Angels to Kill. 


We not;-ed a short time ngo In one 
mt our exchange* a very pertinent ex 
pnession. says American Fancier.* It 1 
was: “A gill of millet seed is better 1 
than a quart. The small need Induce 
the heu to scratch for them.” 

This statement Is true We wit¬ 
nessed the dire disaster of the utter de¬ 
struction of many hundred* of young 
ehicks In a brooder bouse through the 
feeding of too much mlltet seed. Millet 
seed should be fed as extra or dessert. 1 
Just a little now and then to coax the 
hens aloug ami to induce them to 
•crutch In the litter for It—just n few 
seed In the grain mixture for the little 
chicks, not much. Just aliout a table¬ 
spoonful to a quart of mixture. This 
will tie of benefit where too much will 
destroy tbeir lives. It la too oily, too 
rlcb. Its tendency Is to swell up and 
clog the bowels. This Is why It proves 
•o destructive to both old snd young 
fowls when fed too liberally. 

Kaffir corn Is recommended for young [ 
chicks. 8o Is pearl barley. Both are 
good. Neither of these, however, 
should be fed whole. They should al¬ 
ways be cracked Into two or more 
pieces before they are fed to any ox 
tent either to young chick*, hen* or 
pigeons Kaffir corn that Is thoroughly 
well dried Is almost a* hard a* a bullet 
and Just as easy of reduction in the 
crop of the poultry. For these reasons 
tt should lie cracked or broken oi>cn be¬ 
fore being fed. A little of till*, like the 
millet, may be fed to grown isnillry or 
plgeuua, but not young squabs or 
thicks. 

We often recommend’hulled oat* for 
poultry of all kind*. Thl* Is to avoid 
the feeding of the husks or hulls of the 
sots. Where you cannot obtain the 
bulled oat* get them elipiied. Thl* Is 
out* passed through machinery and the 
greater part of the hull trimmed there¬ 
from. Thl* reduces the consumption 
•f the busks, tt Is In Its nutural state 
more than one-half husks. Wheu fed 
to poultry In It* natural state they 
must grind tip and consume one 'pint of

Humus 
Is destroj ed not only by this natural 
tendency Lo decay, but by Its exposure 
to the sui, when It has been turned up 
by the plow. It is also destroyed by 
qulckllmei which in doing so liberates 
the plant food. For this reason, says 
the Farm»rs’ Review, the application 
or rresh lime to soli Is frequently de 
strucilve In Ub results. The loss or 
huinus in the soil weakens It In regard 
to Its abi Ity to resist drputh und lo 
produce c -ops.

Lebanon Enterprise: At a meeting 
of the local branch of the American So¬ 
ciety of Equity, at Doom's Hall, last 
Saturday, there was a good attendance 
and several excellent talks were made 
on the wheat prospects and on that 
other very important question, which 
every farmer is vitally interested in, 
“good roads.” The commitee appoin¬ 
ted at a former meeting to take a cen¬ 
sus of the wheat acreage of the county 
was not ready to report and further 
time was granted. The information was 
gathered, however, that the present 
prospects for agoud yield are excellent. 
On account of the better organization 
of the farmers over the country, it was 
declared wheat would bring higher prices 
this season. It was said that farmers 
were more inclined to hold their pro¬ 
ducts until they could get more reason¬ 
able prices than ever before and that 
this disposition having national propor¬ 
tions better results were sure to accrue. 
Th p keynote all along the line'among 
the members of the society is tfltset a 
reasonable price and to Btand firm until 
the trade comes to it. 

With reference to the "roads” ques¬ 
tion, County Attorney Spalding took 
up the proposition of the sample mile 
which the National Government offers 
to build free, provided the countv will 
furnish the material and fuel. Under 
this proposition, Mr. Spalding thought 
citizens should furnish the material und 
if this would be done he’ believes the 
Fiscal Court would be able to enter into 
an agreement for the construction ot 
this "sample mile of turnpike" that 
would be in every sense satisfactory to 
the public. Mr. T. J. Carrico offered to 
furnish all rock that would be needed 
free of cost. The agitation this subject 
is receiving is sure to bring good fruit, J 
and it is earnestly hoped the good work 
will go on until some plan is devised 
that will insure to every section of the 
county roads that will stand both wear 
and weather.
